She Gains a S teady Income by Laying 
O ut and C ultivating an U nprom is­ 


ing Cranberry Bog. 


“ It took me five years to m ake my 
cranberry bog, but now that it is fin­ 
ished 1 feel that 1 have an investment 
abo u t as sure as the Rank of England. 
T h e speaker w as a woman who owns 
an d m anages a small farm in M assachu­ 
setts. 
"‘The farm 
w as about twenty 
miles from Boston and 1 decided to try 
living there for a few months, going 
hack and forth to my work. 
All I did 
th a t summer was to drain the sw am p by 
having it ditched according to the en­ 
gineer’s plans. 
The next season as 1 
couldn't rent the live acres of farm ing 
land I invested in a horse and wagon 
and a hired man. 
This was about the 
best thing 1 could have done, for besides 
w orking the ia rm he put in all his spare 
tim e clearing 
the 
marsh 
of 
all the 
grow th, including the roots and stum ps 
and the entire layer of turf. 
I didn't 
keep an account of my expenses that 
year l>ecause I knew that everything was 
going out and nothing was coming in ex­ 
cept for my sew ing. 
“ T he next yeur, the bog being suffi­ 
ciently drained and part of it cleared of 
grow th. 1 had clean sand to the depth of 
4 or 5 inches spread over one acre. This 
w a s 
planted 
out 
with 
cranberry 
cut­ 
ting s of the early black variety. 
The 
n ex t year in M ay I was able to set out 
th re e more acres and the following year 
I finished planting the bog, which com­ 
prises seven acres and three-quarters. 
“ In this way the first acre set out was 
bearing the year th at the last was set. 
M y first crop on th a t fir>t acre w as 200 
crates, which 1 sold f. r $2.50 a crate. 
E v e n my first m onth's wages when 1 
first w ent out to work for myself hadn’t 
m a d e me so happy. 
It took all I could 
do to keep from giving up my place 
in the shop. 
I felt so sure of the in­ 
come promised by the Cape Cod man. 
“ T hree years later when the bog came 
into full bearing 1 did give up my em­ 
ploym ent and since then I have devoted 
m.v time to farm ing. 
That w as seven 
y ears ago, so I think I have now had 
experience enough to know w hat I am 
talking about when I sy; a- r*riijiberry 
bog in tti.ii 
t * > > n of the count r\ 
««tout as safe an investment as the Bank 
o f England. 
“ It cost me $210 nn acr? to -et out my 
bog. including $1(0 paid the engineer j 
and the cost of ditching and the dam 
thro w n across the upper 
end 
of 
the 
sw am p forming the reservoir. 
Since the 
cuttings were put out all the w ors. ex­ 
cept pi king the berries, has been done 
l y my h red man along with other farm 
work. 
I pay 1 cent a quart for picking, 
and ihe p.ckers earn good wages a t that 
r a t 3. 
“ As soon as the berries are picked they 
are stored in the barn and are sorted by 
my hired man rainy days or when there 
is no other work on nand. 
By using a 
c h a n e r a man can easilv sort and clean 
150 cr tes a day. F o r the last five years j 
1 
have been counting on getting 250 j 
crates to the a* re and as yet 1 have 
never been disappointed. 
“ Once in a w nne cranberry growers 
have trouble wi.h insect enemies. 
T here 
are borers, cut worms, girders, tip eaters 
and several other kinds of pests, but 
usually the crop is not seriously affected. 
I f there should be danger of serious re­ 
sults flooding will drown them out. 
“ A fter picking I open up the gates and 
let the water in to the depth of three 
feet. 
This is dune in November and the 
w a te r remains until May. 
This leaves 
th e plants in the very best condition. 
W h en frost threatens before the picking 
is finished I tu rn on the w ater as a pro­ 
tection. 
It takes only a day or so to 
d rain the bog us dry a- it was before. 
“ In clearing up iny sw am p 1 w ant to 
•ay 
that 
nothing 
was 
wasted. 
The 
grow th, roots, stum ps and turf w ere all 
dried and st«>red under shelter for fuel. 
I t lasted me nearly three years. 
“T h e sand l’or covering the peat soil 
w as had without extra expense, so my 
estim ate for m aking the bog is less than 
it would have been had I bought the 
sand. 
This covering o f sand is necessary 
fo r two reasons, 
First, because the cran­ 
berries grow and produce best in sand, 
and second, because it chokes out the 
persistent enu luxuriant original growth 
of the marsh. 
“ A new bog is prepared for planting 
In May. 
It is m arked off by rows e r a s ­ 
ing each other a t right angles and 18 
inches apart. 
T he cuttings are set in 
the intersection of these rows. 
These 
cuttings are mowed from old bogs early 
In the spring and are kept dorm ant by 
being immersed in deep water. 
They are 
usually bought by the barrel and the cost 
ranges iVom $2 to $5 a barrel, 
it re­ 
quires between four and five barrels to 
•et one acre of land. 
“ In planting live or six shoots 
are 
bunched together and their ends twisted 
off ho a« to leave cuttings 6 or 8 inches 
long. 
The nunch is then thru st half 
its length in the ground with a blunt 
dibble. 
This a- slow' work, but as the 
#k ¡1 is moist and soft it is not hard 
•work and requires no particular skill. 
“ D ur.ug the firs? season the cuttings 
take root and 'hiring the second they 
•end out side shot ts, which in turn take 
r-x t 
wherever they touch the soil. By 
the

covered and the rows obliterated. 
For 
the hr-? two years the rows are cultivat­ 
ed 
with a 
hand 
cultivator 
and 
hoed 
Fke a held of corn. 
A fter th at it is 
•imply a m atter o f keeping out weeds 
and all foreign growth. 
“ Roe-* mum !y require pruning about 
once every four years. 
This also is easy 
work, as it c onsists in raking the bog 
w ith a rake 
which 
instead <,f having 
teeth has curved knives. 
T his pruning 
should be do e in the fall after the pi« k- 
ers have stripped the vines, 
“ Another method of 
increasing 
the 
grow th and bearing qualities of a cran­ 
berry b<»g ir- spreading about ! inch of 
•and <>ver it. 
This enables the upper 
branches to take root and so Increases 
the Dumber of upright shoots. 
A wed 
prepared b<*g beg ns t«> bear in its third 
y ear and should ront nue to bear abun­ 
dant !> for t w e n t y y e a r s before it needs 
resetting. 
“ 1 luring Ju n e and .July the upright 
shoots of 1 io* cranberry vines ore cov­

Villagers w ith Substantial Incomes and 
Simple Households. 
A w ealthy farm er who pleaded guilty 
to an annual income of £1200, but who 
w as probably much better off, boasted 
the other day that he rarely spent more 
than one and threepence on his daily 
food. 
This does not Imply that he is not 
fond of amusement. 
W hen away from 
home he feels well; he is fond of shoot­ 
ing, and when he gives a spread produces 
the best of old wine and denies nothing 
either to himself or to his friends; but 
then, this is a rare event. 
His wife and 
his sons’ wives do all or nearly all the 
housework. 
It is only now that his wife 
has been ailing for some time th a t they 
indulge in the luxury of a maid of all 
work, and -yet with ail this simplicity 
they have furniture and pictures which 
men ot their own position in England 
would never think of storing up. 
He 
w as offered a pretty large sum for one 
of these pictures, which he had originally 
received in payment <»f a bad debt; but 
he pleaded guilty to an affection for it, 
and said it must only be sold for a very 
substantial sum of money. 
All these wealthy peasants live in the 
same way. 
They have, some of them, 
£5000 n year, but no one would think it.

H e now 
allows his wife the luxury of a dogcart, 
oft which she pays visits to her friends; 
but sheyeherH i.y ¿aves the rook the tro u ­ 
ble of opening the floor.' Tfiev ostensibly 
spend £(’»00 a year, and e ith e r''pst^ by 
what is left or invest it in improve«»’ 
plant or machinery. 
They are not p ar­ 
ticularly liberal in their donations to the 
church, or indeed to anything else; but 
some of them are fond of gambling. 
Ah, 
however, they are all of pretty nenrlv 
equal strength and always gamble with 
the sarin* friends and neighbors for the 
same large sums <»f money, it does not 
often happen th a t their annual 
losses 
upon this score are serious. 
These may be said to represent 
the 
aristocracy of Mir village. There are ru­ 
mors that they are looking forward to 
the day when the owners of the chateau, 
who, 
unlike 
his 
wealthy 
bourgeoisie, 
spend their money w ithout thinking of i 
accum ulating their savings for a rainy I 
day, m ay have to sell the place.

CANCER IN FISH. 


Disease 
Most Prevalent W here T rout 
Are Numerous. 
A strong hope of curing cancer or at 
least g r e a t l y ameliorating the condition 
of cancer patients by means of inoccula 
tion, is held out in 
It. Gaylord, director 
atory of the New York state departm ent 
of health in Buffalo. 
This hope is based 
on extended experimentation during the 
last year in the inocculation or vaccina­ 
tion of various animals, mainly 
rats, 
with the cancer virus. 
“ It appears,” says the report,

“ that 
where the resistance of the anim al is not 
sufficiently aw akened by one inocculation 
of the tumor, 
this resistance can 
be 
heightened by repeated doses and in a 
considerable proportion of cases immuni­ 
ty can be raised to a point which will 
bring about a cure. 
It is needless to 
point out that this process of repeated 
vaccination, which has cured in the pro­ 
to forty 
to those 
late cancer in hum ans in which surgery 
lias nothing to offer and the outlook is 
hopeless. 
The time has come w hen we 
should begin experimentation w ith hu­ 
m ans.” 
Other investigations of importance con­ 
ducted by the laboratory have had to do 
with the prevalence of m any forms of 
cancer in fish and the possibility of in­ 
fection by hum ans. 
It has been found 
th a t cancer of the thyroid in particular 
is of frequent occurrence in the fish of 
the trout family. 
" It is a rem arkable coincidence." says 
the report, "th a t the area of the United 
States which includes the greatest con­ 
centration of hum an cancer cases is al­ 
most identical with the area through 
which the various members of the trout 
family are distributed.” 
Statistics are given to show that can­ 
cer continues to increase. 
T he report 
says that it has increased from 9 per 
100,000 population in 1850 to 53 in 1909, 
an average of about 05 in 1901, and an 
average of more than 70 in 1900.

According to testimony before the leg­ 
islativ e commission which is inquiring 
inti* the question of placing telephone and 
telegraph companies under jurisdiction of 
the public serv ice commission, the big 
hotels in Manhattan realize large profits 
from telephone accommodations. 
The 
New York Telephone company charges 
the Waldorf-Astoria a fiat rate of 3 cent* 
a message, with incidental charges 
for 
switchboards and extensions. 
The total 
cost to the W aldorf last year w as $29 ,- 
22(» . according to H. 8. Thurber, general 
manager of the telephone company. 
By 
charging 10 cents for each of 501,375 
calls during the year the Waldorf collect­ 
ed $50,137,
